Editorial 


For  four  years  Dillard  University,  being  a 
part  of  the  universal  quest  foi  truth,  has  been 
nurturing  and  guiding  her  "disciples  of  truth" 
in  preparation  for  the  day  when  she  must 
send  them  forth  into  a  chaotic  world.
